ORDERED :  That  said  application  is  granted  as  prayed 
and  that  the  individual  case  of  the  Accused  HIROTA,  Koki, 
may  be  reopened  for  the  purpose  of  offering  in  behalf  of 
said  Accused  HIROTA  the  following  described  documents. 

1.  Defense  Documents  Nos.  2790,  2790-A,B,C,D, 
E,I,F,G,  and  2773  (Affidavits  and  Statements 
of  former  Ambassadors  Grew  and  Bassompierre) 
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Defense  Document  No.  2486  (Interroga¬ 
tories  propounded  to  the  Rt.  Hon.  Sir 
Robert  L.  Craigie,  former  British  Am¬ 
bassador  to  Tokyo,  and  his  answers 
thereto  transmitted  by  cable  under 
authority  of  the  previous  order  of 
this  Tribunal  bearing  Paper  No.  1331

ORDERED:  That  all  objections  which  the  Prosecution 
may  have  to  the  admission  in  evidence  of  the  aforementioned 
documents  are  reserved  to  the  Prosecution,  subject  to  being
